tho day ibo clouds hung dark and lower- 
lug over the county, and shortly after 
three o'clock they gathered towards tbe 
north and slowly toe tsln approached. 
It could be seen coming from a long dis- 
tance. About four o'clock It broke in all 
its fury nnrl another such a scene was 
never witnessed in Ibis vicinity. It came 
in pbcflo and accompanied by terrific 
winds, but with very llltlo cleciriclly 
Accompanying Ih6 ram was hail which 
fell until tbe ground was whitened. 
People generally admitted that they had 
never seen anything to equal the storm 
and tbe people sat In their houses in fear 
and trembling waiting for the end. The 
storm lasted but an hour, although rain 
fell for some time after and a damp fog 
settled down over the city which lasted 
throughout the nlghl. 


When tbe violence of 'tho storm ha( 


passed, aboul 
5 o'clock, Ihe people 


turned out en masse to survey the city 
From two lo six Inches of hall coverei 
Ihe ground and Ihe streets, were running 
rivers of water, so tbat locomotion 
exceedingly difficult. There seemed to 
bo a naiurtfl tendency of the people to- 
ward tho Monument creeks and Shook'* 
run to sec what those remarkably treach 
«rous streams were doing, and they wen 
not unrewarded. 
The Monument, al 


though not overrunning It* banks, was a 
ruihing flood and Shook's run was no 
much betler. me water roat contin 
ually In the creeks and many person 
waited for the big railroad bridge* to bi 
washed away, 1ml Ihey were dlsappolnl 
ed. The eul branch ot Shook'* run 
which unites with Ibe main creek nea 
the Kiowa street bridge, wtsovenui 
and the water stood above tbe door sill 
in tbe bouses in that vicinity. It w» 
thought at one time tbat It would IK 
necessary to wml help to the people I 
those bouses./I 


It is almostimpoulblcto tellof the-fle 


strnctlon of the stptiu, and especially *< 
mall kinds ot lutnors were a^oat las 
night tbat proved Upon Investigation t 
have.no foundation whatever. Pet hap 
the mo"*«priou8 d*rnage Is in South Co 
orado Springs, or Uccd's addition.

Paul's supporters were'disfranchised 
ghitet. while the full blood) and roost of 
the hslf-breeds were for Byrd. Tbe lat- 
ter also bad 114 members of tbe militia 
under his pay. Everybody was heavily 
armed and when the polls opencd,niat- 
ters looked serious. Byrd brought the 
militia about Ihe polls, foiuiing' a circle 
about It. Tbe first squaw man w»s re 
fused the privilege of voting and retired, 
when the whites gathered Vheir forces 
a,nd-for«1lnie it looked su intrey meant 
battle but Byrd with bis militia stood 
flrui and the whites seeing they wouldbe 
worsted In the fight left, and Byrd and 
hi* militia rsn tblnp* to «uit themselves 
They even prevented the Indians from 
voting whom they knew were for Paul.
